Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 38-51 are allowed.

demarcation over the prior art. The prior art does not disclose, nor suggest, either alone 
or in combination, Applicant's features of a supply chain management system 
comprising a predictive diagnostic condition management system using a radio 
frequency transmitter, an off-board predictive diagnostic condition management system 
space apart from said predictive diagnostic condition management system, a software 
based distributed secure information system and the transmission of a failure code, in 
combination with the other claimed features. 

Further, Applicant's October 13, 2006 Amendment and REMARKS remove all 35 
(JSC 112 issues previously presented.
